“The Finnish delegation, Mr. 
Vishinsky said, “did not propose 
any corrections of Soviet armistice 
terms, or present any proposals of 
its own concerning armistice terms. 


FINNS’ REPLY 


“On April 19th, three weeks 
after the above terms were pre- 
sented to the Finns, the Finnish 
Government replied that the pro- 
posals were submitted to the Diet 
for discussion, in the course of 
which it was considered that 


acceptance of .these proposals, 
which are. partly impossible of 
realisation, even for technical 
reasons, would, to a considerable 
extent, weaken and violate condi- 
ions under which Finland can con- 
tinue to exist as an independent 
State, and would impose cn the 
Finnish people burdens which, 
according to unanimous ind ‘com- 
petent testimony, considerably ex- 
ceed its strength. 

Government, in 

stated that the Finnish 
delegates had said nothing about 
fulfilment of the terms being partly 
impossible for technical reasons; 
that the Finnish attempt to evade 
responsibility for compensation 
cannot be justified by anything, and 
that to say that the Russian terms 

imposed on the Finnish people a 
burden beyond their stren was 
groundless, as the question had not 
come under discussion. . 

“It had been made clear to the 
Finnish delegates that the chief 
Russian demand concerned the 
internment or expulsion of the 
German troops. or was it true 
that the terms threatened Finland’s 
independence, as she had already 
lost it when she admitted the 
Germans.” 

The Soviet Note concluded: “The 
present Finnish Government does 
not wish to “-“ German troops 
from Finland. It does not wish to 
re-establish peaceful relations. It 
prefers to leave its country in 
vassa} subjection to Hitlerite 
Germany.” 

General opinion dmong foreign 
observers in Moscow, states 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent, 
is that it is difficult to see how 
the talks can be renewed, but it 
was remarked that M. Vishinsky, at 
the special Press conference, was 
non-commital as to whether the 
door to further negotiations was 
now closed “He made it quite 
clear, however, that the Soviets can 
make no further concessions.”

Sweden. Rejects 
Allied Demands 


Allied counter- measures which 
might restrict Sweden’s valuable safe 
conduct rights for her imports’ ap- 
peared likely yesterday in view of 
the Swedish rejection of the demands 
made to halt the flow of ball-bear- 
ing exports to Germany, cables an 
Associated Press Correspondent in 
Stockholm. The negative reply, he 
says, to the American demarche, to 
which both the British and Russian 
Governments added their support, 
was handed to the United States 
Minister on Saturday. 

The Allied request, it is stated, 
contained a demand to Sweden to 
stop her ball-bearing exports to Ger- 
many for the next three months, and 
ended with a general threat of 
counter-measures if the request was 
not granted. It is understood that 
the Swedish reply declared flatly that 
Sweden was. unable to violate her 
agreements.

AN APPEAL WITHDRAWN

Gold aa Standard of Value 


FROM OUR LONDON FINANCIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


NHE first stage of the post-war 
restoration of elasticity -and 
freedom to international trade 

has been achieved by the agree- 
ment of the experts on the plan for 
an international monetary fund. At 
present it commits nobody.® It is 
o en for discussion and criticism 
by peoples :nd parliaments. In 
fact, however, it forms a firm 
foundation on which world agree- 
ment may be built. 

_ One of its most striking features 
is the insistence of gold as the ulti- 
mate standard of value. World 
currencies vary widely. and if trade 
is to be carried on there must be 
s ne common standard of value by 
which these currencies may 
measured, and the conclusion is 
reached that gold still has no rival 
in this regard. 

From one section of. the com- 
munity there will be little criticism, 
ie. the many thousands of in- 
vestors in gold mining shares. They 
will feel that the doubt and uncer- 
tainty that for some years has been 
cast on their commodity is in pro- 
cess of bzing dispelled. 


INSURANCE STRENGTH 


The strong position of British in- 
surance companies has been em- 
mg cogar, the present week 
y a number of dividend announce- 
ments, all showing that previous 
rates of payment are being main- 
tained. Although it is probably true 
to say that the rate of interest 
earned by the companies’ invested 
funds has never been lower than it 


is to-day, caution in issuing new 
policies and efficiency in manage- 
ment have enabled the companies 
to keep their profits and the income 
of their stockholders’ stable. 


ELECTRIFICATION 


One of the most important de- 
velopments in connection with 
British Railways in post-war years 
is likely to be a wide extension of 
electrification. Recent statements 
in Parliament indicate that the 
matter is under the consideration of 
the Ministry of Transport, while it 
is known that the executives of the 
railway companies are also giving jit 
a considerable amount of attention. 
But for the war there is little doubt 
that the past five years would have 
seen many of miles of 
railway added ta those already elec- 
trified. To a large extent the pro- 
blem involved is one of finance. A 
vast amount of replacement will 
have tc be undertaken after the 
war, and the combination of this 
with electrification schemes would 
seem to be a wise and economical 
procedure. 


EQUIPMENT 


_ Any large schemes of electrifica- 
tion must necessarily mean a sub- 
stantial demand for the products of 
the leading electrical equipment 
companies, and should keep them 
active for many years after the war. 
This is but one of the many forms 
in which the demand for the pro- 
ducts of these companies will be 
seen. As investments, therefore, 


the shares of these equipment com- 


panies may be regarded as first- 
class.

Its terms of reference will be 
nothing less than the whole 
future of that remarkable institu- 
tion known as the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, “the 
present Charter of which, by one 
of those paradoxical accidents so 
common in its affairs, actually 
was due to the efforts of an 
Irishman; for, when all is said 
and done, the foundations of 
that historic edifice, the Statute 
of Westminster, were laid in con- 
sequence of the work of the late 
Kevin O'Higgins in 1926. When 
the first Great War broke out in 
1914, a large body of world 
Opinion -was firmly convinced 
that the British. Empire, as it was 
known then, would fall asunder 
at the first impact of belligerent 
realities. In fact, it did nothing 
of the sort Then, in the period 
between the wars, the constitu- 
tional structure of the British 
Commonwealth was changed. It 
became a voluntary association of 
free peoples, bound and cemented 
together by common interests, 


tions, and a common language, 
having, as the outward and 
visible sign of its inward and 
spiritual unity, the symbol of the 
British Crown. Every one of 
the Dominions had the acknow- 
ledged right to secede from the 
Commonwealth, if and ‘when it 
might choose to take that step. 
Every one of them had an equal 
ect to refusé. to come to the 
help of Great Britain in time of 
war. Yet it is a remarkable, and 
almost inexplicable, fact -that 
when the second world war 
broke out, nearly five years 
ago, the . Dominions, without 
exception, sprang instantly to 
arms. In this connection, and in 
view of certain things that have 
happened since, probably the 
most remarkable fact is that 
Canada entered the war more 


States. Canadian, South African, 
Australian and New Zealand 
troops have fought on virtually 
every battlefield where the British 
flag has been carried. Their flying 
men, have played a conspicuous 
part in aerial operations all over 
the world. Their resources have 
been placed at the service 
of a common cause. Yet, in 
the very nature of things, it 
would be futile to pretend that 
there always has been an entire 
community of political opinion 
between Great Britain and the 
Dominions. It is for this reason 
that the forthcoming conference 
in London will be so vitally 
important. 

The main pufpose of this con- 
ference will be considerations of 
what may be described as an 
enlightened self-interest. It is 
generally realised that the post- 
war world will differ radically 
from that in which the present 
generation was reared.

Public Cleansing 


Long experience of public cleans- 
ing problems has led Mr. H. Ardern, 
the City of Westminster’s Director 
of Public Cleansing, to say that the 
articulated vehicle has 4 great future 
in public cleansing. Articulation is 
meant to apply to the design of a 
vehicle having the motive power, 
either petrol or electricity, as a 
separate unit to the trailer. All the 
streets in Westminster are washed 
by these mechanical “horses,” and 
1,200 gallon capacity tank ‘trailers, 
between 1 a.m. and 4 a.m. From 5 
a.m. the “horses” are employed 
with refuse collection trailers, after 
which they are used on general 
transport work. The complete 
vehicle turns round in less than its 
own length without reversing. Any 
of their petrol engines which requires 
a complete overhaul can be removed 
and replaced by a serviceable one 
in seven hours, but this is usually 
necessary Only once in two years. 
Mr. Ardern also uses large numbers 
of electric “horses” because of 
their noiseless operation. The cost 
is small, as the batteries are charged 
at a much reduced rate during off- 
peak periods, and maintenance costs 
are very low. In some provincial 
towns pcwer for the charging of the 
batteries is obtained from the 
incineration of refuse.
